Commission  may  change 
traffic,  parking  rules 

As  a  result  of  demands  from 
local  residents,  the  traffic  pat¬ 
tern  and  parking  regulations  for 
some  streets  in  Chinatown  and 
South  Cove  may  change  in  a  few 
months  to  prevent  unwanted 
traffic  from  circling  around  the 
area. 

The  proposed  changes  were 
raised  at  an  Oct.  22  meeting, 
when  residents  and  members  of 
the  Chinatown  Action  for  Com¬ 
munity  Control  met  with  city  and 
police  officials  to  discuss  ways  to 
halt  the  area’s  prostitution  and 
drug  trafficking  problems. 

The  three  proposals  to  the 
City’s  Traffic  and  Parking 
Commission  included  the  clos¬ 
ing  of  Beach  Street  to  vehicles 
between  2  a.m.  and  4  a.m.,  thus 
limiting  the  section  of  Tremont 
Street  near  Mass  Pike  Towers  to 
one-way  traffic,  and  allowing 
residential  parking  on  Johnny 
Court  at  night. 

Phil  Caruso,  director  of  policy 
and  planning  at  Traffic  and 
Parking,  said  the  proposals  were 
“feasible,”  and  promised  to 
conduct  a  detailed  study  before 
reporting  back  to  the  community 
by  mid-November. 

The  residents  and  action 
group  members  also  got  reas¬ 
surance  from  Boston  Police 
officials,  who  said  that  the 
“increased  police  presence  in 
the  Combat  Zone  area’  ’  was  not 
a  “temporary  commitment.” 

“We  have  been  at  that  level  of 
operation  since  May,”  said 
Lieutenant  Detective  James  Cox 
of  Area  A.  ‘  ‘We  are  not  going  to 
let  up.  I  believe  it  will  only  have 
an  impact  if  we  do  it  on  a  daily 
basis.” 

As  a  result  of  the  police 
crackdowns,  much  of  the  action 
has  moved  to  Lawrence  and 
Lowell,  according  to  Cox. 

Meanwhile,  residents  of  Tai 
Tung  Village  and  Mass  Pike 
Towers  agreed  that,  lately, 
things  have  generally  quieted 
down  in  the  Chinatown  and 
South  Cove  area  —  as  well  as  in 
the  Combat  Zone  —  not  just 
because  of  police  actions  but 
also  because  of  media  publicity 
and  neighborhood  crime  patrols .

Roache  starts  anti-drug  hotline 

Boston  Police  Commissioner 
Francis  M.  Roache  has  announc¬ 
ed  the  establishment  of  a  police 
phone  line  specifically  to  receive 
information  and  tips  from  the 
Chinatown  community  on  drug 
trafficking  in  the  area. 

The  phone  line,  247-4697,  will 
be  staffed  by  members  of  the 
Boston  Police  Department  Drug 
Control  Unit  seven  days  a  week 
from  8  a.m.  to  midnight. 

Any  citizen  with  information 
concerning  the  use  or  sale  of 
drugs  is  encouraged  to  use  this 
line,  and  the  callers  can  remain 
anonymous,  police  said.  The 
callers  are  encouraged  to  pro¬ 
vide  the  date,  time,  location  and 
description  of  any  illegal  drug 
activity  they  have  observed. 

“We  need  the  continued 
support  of  all  citizens  as  we 
aggressively  pursue  those  per¬ 
sons  who  engage  in  drug  traf¬ 
ficking  and  poison  our  neighbor¬ 
hoods,”  said  Roache.  “We  are 
committed  to  keeping  the  pres¬ 
sure  on  and  winning  the  war  on 
drugs.  Information  from  the 
community  is  the  key  to  our 
success.”

Flynn  appoints  21  to  1st 
C-T  Neighborhood  Council

Boston  Mayor  Raymond  L. 
Flynn  last  week  announced  his 
appointments  to  the  Chinatown/ 
South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council,  taking  a  significant  step 
toward  involving  local  residents 
in  the  day-to-day  affairs  of  city 
government. 

Flynn  made  his  announce¬ 
ment  on  Oct.  31  through  Alex 
Bledsoe,  director  of  Neighbor¬ 
hood  Services,  and  Marilyn 
Lee-Tom,  the  mayor’s  liaison  to 
the  Asian  American  community. 

The  21 -member  Chinatown/ 
South  Cove  council  will  be  one 
of  five  similar  neighborhood 
councils  in  Boston  that  are 
formed  to  provide  a  mechanism 
to  ensure  the  proper  allocation  of 
city  services  and  resources  for 
each  neighborhood.  The  other 
four  councils  are  in  West  Rox- 
bury,  Jamaica  Plain,  Codman 
Square  and  the  North  End. 

fir  a  prepared  statement, 
Flynn  said  the  councils  “repre¬ 
sent  an  exciting  departure  from 
conventional  municipal  govern¬ 
ment  because  they  not  only 
recognize,  but  also  institution¬ 
alize,  neighborhood  residents 
as  active  participants  in  day-to- 
day  municipal  affairs.” 

“They  are  a  concrete  attempt 


to  break  down  the  barriers 
between  city  government  and 
neighborhood  residents,”  he 
said.  “They  will  help  mobilize 
the  city’s  resources  and  the 
imagination  of  the  residents  to 
build  the  kind  of  neighborhoods 
in  which  we  all  want  to  live.” 

Fifty  nominations  for  the 
Chinatown/South  Cove  council 
were  received  by  the  Mayor’s 
Office  of  Neighborhood  Services 
from  neighborhood  groups  and 
from  individuals  who  gathered 
at  least  25  signatures,  according 
to  Bledsoe. 

“Because  of  the  large  number 
of  concerned  qualified  nomin¬ 
ees,  we  have  been  able  to  select 
a  council  which  reflects  the 
diversity  of  the  neighborhood,” 
be  said.  “People  of  all  interests 
from  throughout  the  community 
have  been  selected.” 

The  council  will  convene  in  the 
second  or  third  week  of  Novem¬ 
ber  at  34  Oak  Street,  a  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority- 
owned  building  that  currently 
bouses  the  Acorn  Daycare  Cen¬ 
ter  and  the  Chinatown  Housing 
and  Land  Development  Task 
Force.  It  will  be  provided  with 
basic  amenities  by  the  City, 
though  as  a  nonprofit  organiza-

Council  appointments  draw  fire 
from  agency,  praise  from  others 


S.B.  Woo  will  lead  discussion 
on  Asian  Americans  in  politics

Delaware  Lieutenant  Govern¬ 
or  S.B.  Woo  and  several  local 
Asian  American  politicians  will 
gather  on  Sun.,  Nov.  17  for  a 
panel  discussion  on  their  in¬ 
volvement  in  American  politics 
and  government. 

The  forum,  “Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans  in  Politics,”  will  be  held  at 
St.  Elizabeth’s  Hospital’s  Keith 
Auditorium  in  Brighton  from 
1:30  to  4  p.m. 

Woo,  one  of  the  most  prom¬ 
inent  Asian  American  politicians 
in  ihe  United  States,  will  be  the 
keynote  speaker  at  the  sympo¬ 
sium. 

He  will  be  joined  by  Terry 
Kwan,  a  member  of  the  Brook¬ 
line  School  Committee;  Chang- 
Chih  Chao,  a  Lexington  Town 
Meeting  member;  and  May 
Louie,  chairperson  of  the  Rain¬ 
bow  Coalition  in  /Boston. 

Caroline  J.  Chang,  president 
of  the  Massachusetts  Asian 
American  Forum,  which  is  co¬ 
sponsoring  the  event  with  the 
New  England  chapter  of  the 
Organization  of  Chinese  Ameri¬ 
cans,  said  the  discussion  will 
show  how  ‘  ‘Asian  Americans  are 
going  to  be  a  more  active  part  in 
American  society  through  poli¬ 
tics.” 

It  will  enable  the  participants 
to  share  information  about  their 
involvement  in  the  political 
sphere,  and  “encourage” 
others  in  the  audience  to  pursue 
similar  roles,  said  Chang,  the 
regional  manager  of  the  U.S. 
Office  of  Civil  Rights. 

“Asian  Americans  must  par¬ 


ticipate  in  politics  in  order  to  be 
part  of  this  society,”  she  said. 
As  the  Asian  American  com¬ 
munity  grows  more  diverse, 
political  forums  are  becoming 
increasingly  necessary  —  “We 
have  a  need  to  get  to  know  and 
understand  each  other  better,” 
Chang  added. 

Panel  coordinator  Assunta 
Cha,  secretary  of  the  Mass. 
Asian  American  Forum,  agrees 
that  it  is  vital  for  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans  to  have  a  voice  in  govern¬ 
ment  in  order  to  be  fairly 
represented. 

“I  think  Asian  American 
people  are  being  forgotten  in 
this  country,”  said  Cha.  The 
American  society  in  general  has 
hereto  perceived  Asian  Ameri¬ 
cans  as  being  “quiet  and  con¬ 
tent  "and  largely  ’  ‘  satisfied  with 
their  roles,”  she  said. 

As  a  result,  “the  public 
doesn't  see  the  kinds  of  prob¬ 
lems  that  (Asian  Americans) 
have,”  Cha  added. 

Woo,  who  will  also  deliver  the 
keynote  address  at  the  cere¬ 
monial  “United  Asian  American 
Dinner’ '  on  Nov.  16  at  the  Natick 
Hilton  Inn,  is  expected  to  talk 
about  his  speedy  rise  in  Ameri¬ 
can  politics. 

Elected  from  a  constituency 
that  is  less  than  one  percent 
Asian  American,  the  lieutenant 
governor  narrowly  defeated  his

The  anxious  wait  for  Mayor 
Raymond  Flynn’s  appointments 
to  the  first  Chinatown/South 
Cove  Neighborhood  Council 
drew  to  a  conclusion  last  week, 
but  the  mayor’s  task  of  soothing 
those  not  included  on  the  21- 
member  council  may  have  only 
just  begun. 

One  of  the  Chinatown  agen¬ 
cies  not  represented  on  the 
council  is  the  Chinese  American 
Civic  Association,  and  its  execu¬ 
tive  director,  Chau-Ming  Lee, 
last  week  spared  no  words  in 
expressing  his  disappointment 
at  the  omission. 

“I  am  very  disturbed  and  still 
in  a  state  of  shock,”  Lee  said. 
“We  represent  a  large  con¬ 
stituency....  We  represent  age 
groups  from  youth  to  elderly. 
We  provide  services  from  basic 
ESL  (classes)  to  all  necessary 
social  services.  We  serve  all 
Asians  and  we  are  not  a 
single-issue  organization .  ’  ’ 

The  CACA’s  two  nominees  to 
the  council  were  Mary  Chin, 
president  of  its  board  of  direc¬ 
tors,  and  Hinh  Chau,  a  refugee 
resettlement  program  job  coun¬ 
selor.  A  total  of  50  nominations 
were  received  by  the  Mayor’s 
Office  of  Neighborhood  Ser¬ 
vices. 

Lee  said  he  could  not  under¬ 
stand  the  criteria  for  the  selec¬ 
tions,  and  questioned  the  exclu¬ 
sion  of  elderly  groups  such  as 
the  Greater  Boston  Golden  Age 
Center. 

“The  council  does  not  repre¬ 
sent  middle-of-the-road  involve¬ 


ment.  With  that  kind  of  appoint¬ 
ments,  the  neighborhood  coun¬ 
cil  is  put  on  a  wrong  foot  from  the 
beginning.  I  don’t  know  how 
effective  it  can  be,”  he  said. 

Marilyn  Lee-Tom,  Flynn’s 
liaison  to  the  Asian  American 
community  who  was  responsible 
for  the  initial  recommendations 
of  appointees  to  the  council, 
said  she  was  trying  to  include 
people  from  every  aspects  of  the 
community.  She  pointed  out  the 
residents,  business  owners, 
health  groups  and  development 
groups  among  the  list  of  ap¬ 
pointees. 

“We  were  trying  to  get  all 
interests  represented,”  she 
said.  “We  are  sorry  that  some 
are  left  out.  We  are  not  saying 
that  we  have  done  the  right 
thing,  but  with  the  information 
that  we  have,  this  is  what  we  can 
come  up  with.  Besides,  the 
members  are  only  appointed  for 
one  year.  It  would  not  exclude 
others  from  participating.” 

Countering  Lee’s  charge  that 
she  has  contradicted  the  original 
purpose  of  the  council  by  includ¬ 
ing  as  members  so  many  busi¬ 
ness  owners,  Lee-Tom  said, 
“The  businesses...  are  small 
businesses  that  have  vested 
interests  in  Chinatown.  They  are 
not  big  comglomerates.  The 
by-laws  said  anybody  that  have 
principal  business  in  Chinatown 
or  live  in  there  can  become  a 
council  member.” 

‘  ‘CACA  has  a  long  standing  in 
the  community,”  Lee-Tom  add¬ 
ed.  “I  value  its  programs.  It’s

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The  21  members  of  the  first 
Chmatown/South  Cove  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Council  were  chosen  by 
Marilyn  Lee-Tom,  Mayor  Ray¬ 
mond  Flynn’s  Asian  liaison,  and 
by  Thomas  A.  Bledsoe,  director 
of  the  Mayor’s  Office  of  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Services. 

The  appointments  were  ap¬ 
proved  by  Flynn  last  week. 

Reliable  sources  said  at  least 
two  of  the  chosen  members  had 
lobbied  to  get  on  the  council. 
But,  said  Bledsoe,  who  denies 
being  directly  involved  in  the 
lobbying,  “I  don’t  think  (the 
lobbying)  is  inappropriate  or  a 
bad  thing. ...  In  fact,  some  of  the 
other  communities  had  more 
intensive  lobbying.” 

The  Chinatown/South  Cove 
council  is  significantly  different 
from  the  other  four  neighbor¬ 
hood  councils  in  that  it  has  a 
lower  percentage  of  residents 


than  those  in  West  Roxbury, 
Jamaica  Plain,  Codman  Square 
and  the  North  End. 

Bledsoe  said  a  provision  to 
include  local  businesses  was 
made  for  the  Chinatown/South 
Cove  council  since  the  area  is 
also  recognized  as  a  cultural 
center.  In  other  neighborhoods, 
local  residents  account  for  up  to 
95  percent  of  the  council  mem¬ 
berships,  he  said. 

‘‘The  purpose  (of  the  council) 
is  not  to  replace  any  existing 
organizations  in  the  community 
in  delivering  services,”  said' 
Lee-Tom.  “I’m  sorry  that  some 
(of  the  50  nominated)  were  left 
out  —  but  we  hope  they  will  still 
participate  in  some  way.” 

The  following  are  the  21 
members  of  the  first  Chinatown/ 
South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council.  They  will  each  serve  a 
one-year  term,  during  which 
they  will  decide  how  members  to 
subsequent  councils  would  be 
selected  for  two-year  terms.

not  a  slight  on  CACA.  It  was  a 
hard  decision  to  make.  I  hope 
CACA  can  still  participate  in  full 
and  join  in  all  meetings  and 
negotiations.  We  need  to  en¬ 
large  the  group  to  more  than  21 
people.  We  encourage  others  to 
participate  in  sub-committee 
work.” 

Lee,  however,  last  week  said 
his  agency  was  filing  an  appeal 
of  the  selections. 

“We  deserve  to  have  a  better 
explanation  than  that,”  he  said.

The  SAMPAN  last  week  con¬ 
tacted  11  of  the  21  appointees  to 
the  council.  Following  are  ex¬ 
cerpts  of  conversations  on  their 
reactions  to  the  appointments. 

Peter  Cbau:  “The  CCBA  had 
reservations  about  (the  council) 
in  the  past,  but  since  we  finally 
decided  to  go  along  with  it  I  will 
try  to  do  my  best  to  make  it  work. 
I  accept  the  challenge  that  it  is  a 
diverse  group.  I  have  worked 
with  diverse  groups  before  on 
other  issues.  I  don’t  always 
agree  with  them,  but  this  is  a 
democratic  country  —  we  have 
to  invite  different  opinions  and 
tolerate  and  accept  them.” 

David  Wong:  “I  think  the 
neighborhood  council  will  be 
beneficial  for  Chinatown.  I  hope 
that  with  the  council  our  rela¬ 
tionship  with  the  City  will 
improve,  and  that  we  will  have  a 
more  direct  channel  with  City 
Hall.” 

Ken  Yee:  "My  position  in  the 
past  and  now  remains  the  same 
—  I  would  like  to  see  members 
elected  by  the  community  in  the 
subsequent  years  in  order  to 
make  it  truly  representative. 
The  other  thing  is  that  I  would 
like  to  see  more  clout  given  to 
the  neighborhood  council.  But  I 
am  still  very  happy  to  be 
selected.” 

Richard  Chin:  “I  hope  it  will 
be  as  effective  as  the  Long 
Quang  Huang  committee  in 
dealing  with  city  bureaucracy 


and  in  channeling  people’s  re¬ 
sources.  I  hope  that  mistakes 
made  in  the  past  will  not  be 
repeated  again  at  the  council.” 

Carol  Lee:  “I  know  a  lot  of 
people  on  it,  so  I  feel  more 
comfortable  working  with  them. 
I  think  it’s  a  very  balanced 
group.  I  am  pleased  of  who  are 
on  it.  The  City  took  too  long  to 
make  a  decision  on  the  selec¬ 
tions.” 

Yuk  Sung:  “In  the  past, 
different  community  groups  sel¬ 
dom  came  together  unless  some¬ 
thing  major  happened.  Now, 
with  the  neighborhood  council, 
the  groups  can  meet  regularly  to 
build  up  communication  and 
share  resources.” 

Stephen  Yee:  “I  am  not  sure 
whether  it’s  a  blessing  or  it’s 
goingto  be  something  else.  I  am 
just  hoping  that  the  members 
will  look  beyond  personality  as 
such  and  truly  work  together  for 
the  benefit  of  the  community  as 
a  whole.” 

Francis  Chang:  “We  have  to 
get  a  sense  of  who  we  are,  what 
services  we  provide  and  what 
kind  of  community  issues  we  see 
as  important.  Then,  we  need  to 
set  some  priorities.” 

Peter  Bak  Fun  Wong:  “I  ain 
glad  that  I  have  this  opportunity 
to  serve  this  community  in  a 
different  capacity.  It’s  good  to 
have  diversity  in  the  group  as 
long  as  we  have  the  same  goal.” 

James  Yee:  “I  am  happy  to 
see  that  our  community  finally 
have  a  neighborhood  council 
that  will  serve  as  a  formal  tie 
with  City  Hall.  I  hope  the  council 
will  be  responsible  in  making 
Chinatown  into  a  better  and 
healthier  community.” 

Thomas  Carey:  “I  don’t  know 
much  about  the  difficulties  that 
some  of  these  groups  may  have 
in  workingtogether.  But  there  is 
a  potential  for  the  diversity  to  be 
a  source  of  strength.  If  the 
different  groups  can  agree  on 
something,  it  casts  a  pretty 
powerful  voice  to  City  Hall  and 
other  government  agencies.”

—  as  he  claims  he  once  was  — 
can  participate  in  local  govern¬ 
ment.

lion  it  will  be  expected  to  do 
some  of  its  own  fund-raising. 

Bledsoe  said  he  expects  the 
council,  which  will  elect  its  own 
chair  and  hold  its  meetings  in 
English  and  Cantonese,  to  begin 
working  on  issues  such  as  the 
future  of  the  Combat  Zone  and 
its  related  drug  trafficking  and 
prostitution  problems  that  are 
said  to  have  spilled  into  China¬ 
town  and  South  Cove. 

It  is  also  expected  to  focus 
on  other  issues  involving  neigh¬ 
borhood  development,  housing, 
traffic,  licensing  and  public 
safety.  A  “task  force,”  com¬ 
prising  representatives  of  sever¬ 
al  city  departments  including 
the  BRA  and  the  Boston  Police 
Department,  will  work  with  the 
council  to  find  solutions  to  those 
issues. 

‘  ‘The  neighborhood  council 
will  have  a  big  impact  on  service 
delivery,”  said  Bledsoe.  “Our 
goal  is  to  make  it  personal  —  the 
people  who  deliver  those  ser¬ 
vices  will  get  to  know  the  people 
who  are  complaining.” 

“But,”  he  added,  “we  want  it 
to  be  more  than  just  a  complaints 
session.” 

Lee-Tom  said  that  under  an 


“early  notification  system”  the 
city  will  keep  the  council  inform¬ 
ed  of  matters  that  could  poten¬ 
tially  affect  the  neighborhood. 
For  example,  the  BRA  could 
inform  the  council  of  vacant  lois 
in  the  neighborhood  that  could 
be  used  for  housing  by  local 
residents  before  those  lots  are 
acquired  by  the  private  sector 
for  development. 

Though  it  will  have  no  veto 
power  in  city  government,  Bled¬ 
soe  said  the  council  is  “a  way  to 
add  more  power  and  clout  to 
Chinatown  residents.”  It  could 
become  “the  voice  of  the  com¬ 
munity,”  he  said. 

But  he  also  conceded  that  the 
next  city  administration  could 
still  abolish  the  neighborhood 
councils  or  decide  not  to  fund 
them. 

“We  could  get  the  councils 
legally  chartered  to  give  them  a 
little  more  standing,”  Bledsoe 
said.  “But  the  next  administra¬ 
tion  could  still  decide  not  to  fund 
them.... 

“The  idea  is  to  develop  strong 
community  support  for  these 
councils  so  that  another  admini¬ 
stration  will  not  have  the  politi¬ 
cal  ability  to  abolish  them.”

Anti-racism  poem 
is  put  on  boards 

For  the  first  time  in  the 
Greater  Boston  area,  billboards 
are  being  used  to  display  a  poem 
dealing  with  the  issue  of  racism. 

Presented  by  Ackerley  Com¬ 
munications  of  Massachusetts 
Inc.  and  Shawmut  Banks,  the 
poem  and  billboards  are  com¬ 
posed  and  designed  by  Boston 
resident  Sara  Ting,  a  talk  show 
host  and  the  recipient  of  the  1985 
Golden  Poet  Award  from  the 
World  of  Poetry. 

Ting,  a  member  of  the  Chi- 
ness  Culture  Institute,  wrote  the 
poem  out  of  her  deep  concern 
over  the  issue  of  racism.  “The 
intent  of  the  poem  is  to  invite  the 
reader  to  think  about  his  or  her 
personal  attitudes  toward  peo¬ 
ple  of  different  races.

“Billboards  seemed  to  be 
the  biggest  way  to  do  it.” 

“Sara  Ting  has  presented 
Ackerley  with  an  exciting  and 
creative  opportunity  to  use  our 
medium,  billboards,  to  deal  with 
a  specific  community-focused 
issue,”  said  Ellen  Caiati,  public 
relations  representative  for 
Ackerley  Communications,  a 
firm  based  in  Stoneham.
